Indians 


Among significant moments out of the history of Conway one might 
well choose as first scene the picturesque coming of the Pendexters, who 
arrived memorably in the midwinter of 1772-1778, having trekked the 
eighty miles from Portsmouth with Mrs. Pendexter mounted on an old 
horse saddled with a featherbed, her husband John walking alongside, 
hauling all their household gear on a hand sled. 


Yet that opening drew the curtain upon earlier scenes that we are too 
liable to forget, of “unchronicled nations who in primeval years lived under 
these heavens’ — scenes of noiseless travel through forest wilderness on 
moccasined feet or snowshoes, or in silently gliding canoes. Such scenes 
would unroll to a past far more remote than two hundred years ago. How- 
ever, let us keep within our span of two centuries, since, in truth, even In- 
dian recorded history dates from the White Man's intrusion upon the scene. 
Historically we know the Red Man only in his last act. The names that sur- 
vive are those engraved for good or ill in the White Man's history and 
legends. 


The term Abenaki designates the linguistic group of Algonquian In- 
dians originally occupying the present states of Maine, New Hampshire, 
and Vermont, and comprehending tribes variously known by such names as 
Penacooks, Penobscots, Pequawkets, or Sokokis, according to their place of 
settlement when the colonists came upon them. 


The name Pequawket, variously spelled, was applied to that group of 
Abenakis centered in and around the Conways. Early reports, confirmed 
later by the unearthing of arrowheads and crumbled shards from primitive 
pottery, established the sites of several permanent or seasonal settlements: 
a cluster of two hundred dwellings in Bartlett, one in North Conway rough- 
ly at the location of the present Yield House, another in Conway on the 
Swift River, and — the most extensive and important — a village of two 
hundred and fifty wigwams and a stockade at Fryeburg along the bend of 
the Saco. 


In the settlement of the Conways, however, Indian terrorism happily 
did not play a critical role. The conflict between the races had culminated 
during the days of the early scouting parties, before actual settlement. In 
the final skirmish of "Lovewell's Pond” (1725), named for the leader on the 
English side, the sachem of the Pequawket Indians, Paugus, had met his 
death. The remnants of the tribe had then vanished from the region, follow- 
ing the long trail of exile to Canada. 


The French in Canada, concerned both for the religious conversion of 
the Indians and for their usefulness as allies in the intermittent hostilities 


between French and English colonists, treated the refugees well. Neverthe- 
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less the old homeland was not lightly renounced. Ontaniendo returned to 
the Saco hunting grounds during the winter of 1714-1715 and sowed a corn- 
field in 1715. On his return to the St. Francis Reserve in Canada, where he 
was chief, he conceived the dream of moving both his people and their mis- 
sionary back to Pequawket. From a letter of the Governor-General of Cana- 
da dated October 14, 1716, it appears that Ontaniendo did return, though 
accompanied bv only twenty-five braves and their families. 


The dream of re-settlement was doomed, and before the White Man 
really established himself in this valley iu any permanent fashion, the last 
of the Indians had all but vanished. 


Time buries old hatchets, and presently Indian names encrusted the 
raw young country with the romantic patina of history. The Pequawket 
tribe left its name to a mountain, and, for a time, to two regional] inns. Moun- 
tains named for Indian chiefs and leaders, whether friends or foes of the 
White Man, amicably enclose us round today: Paugus, Chocorua, Passa- 
conaway. The aboriginal race has been memorialized also in one of the 
proudest recent achievements of the conquerors: the Kancamagus High- 
way, which runs scenically from Conway to Lincoln. 


The vears have turned old animosities into matter of historical curi- 
osity or even romance. So when Joseph Laurent, chief of the Abenakis ot 
St. Francis, in 1884 led back to their old ancestral hunting grounds a group 
of his people, he found welcome as a picturesque adjunct to the fashionable 
summer resort of Intervale. He became with time the esteemed authority 
on obscure points of linguistic research, sought out by such noted anthro- 
pologists as Dr. Frank Speck of the Universitv of Pennsvlvania, who spent 
several summers with the little Indian colony in Intervale. The Abenaki set- 
tlement there became a permanent summer migration. The family of Joseph 
Laurent opened a summer gift shop for the sale of Indian handicrafts. In 
1959 a bronze plaque was unveiled on the camp grounds, honoring the de- 
parted chief, with ceremonies attended by a delegation from the St. Francis 
Reserve. In 1960, an aged member of the tribe from St. Francis spent the 
summer at the Intervale encampment, carving single-handed a forty-foot 
totem pole. In the cement at its base he inscribed with his finger "Theo 
Panadi Kizitok, 1960": that is, "Theo Panadi made it, 1960." 


Indian memories live long. Taken up one of the mountains for a view, 
Theo looked out over mountains and valleys, with the Saco winding its old 
trail down the intervale and mused aloud, “It must have been hard for our 
ancestors to give up this land!” 
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Charter Farming 


The term "Pequawket country" at first denoted generally the whole 
Conway-Fryeburg region, originally occupied by the tribe of that name. 
But it was not from the Indians that the name of the White Mountain town 
incorporated in 1765 was derived. Conway may be proud to know that its 
name memorializes an English statesman, Henry Seymour Conway, gifted 
and handsome, distinguishe :d and acclaimed, loved and honored alike by 
friend and foe. Though commander-in-chief of the British Army, he was 
an ardent champion of the liberties of the colonists. 

[t was in the reign of George III of England and under the governor- 
ship of Benning Wentworth of New Hamps! uire that a charter, dated Octo- 
ber 1, 1765, granted six miles square of “roads, ponds, mountains, rocks, 
ete.” for settlement. This was to be divided into sixty-nine equal shares. 
For every fifty acres contained in his share, each grantee was required to 
plant and cultivate five acres of land within the terms of five vears. He was 
turther required to pay annually, on demand, one ear of Indian corn for 
ten years. In this land of splendid pines, all white pines suitable for masts 
were reserved for his Majesty, and other social duties were taken care of: 
Certain shares of five hundred acres each were reserved respectively for 
the Governor, “the support of the Gospel in heathen lands,” the Church of 
England, the support of the first settled minister, and the benefit of schools. 

Not more than a handful cf the original grantees settled on their claims; 
but since, by the terms of the original grant, those who failed to improve 
their land lost it, all mere speculators were early weeded out and their prop- 
erty was reassigned to newcomers of greater enterprise and energy. 

The following letter written bv Hugh Sterling, who married General 
John Stark's sister Isabel, contains the statement that he was the "only one 
that has ever moved a family so far into the wilderness to settle." It con- 
cerns his grant in the Stark Neighborhoc d from King — ILL of England 
on October 7, 1763, approved by Benning Wentworth, Governor of the 
Province of New Hampshire, October 31, 1765, and recorded the same day 
at Portsmouth, New Hampshire. The transliteration, with corrected spell- 
ing, makes the subject matter more comprehensihle to the reader. The let- 
ter is not reproduced in its entirety as property problems of those days can 
be as baffling as our own. 


Conway July the 28th 1781 

Sir 
Although I am unacquainted with you Necessity obliges me to trouble 
vou with these few lines &C I had a location granted me by the King of 
Great Britain some vears ago and having it laid out hy Mr. Brinett [ig d 
moved to this place with a view to settle But shortly thereafter the gen-

ing him to prepare my petition to your Honours which accordingly he 
did and he wrote me for an answer that you freely equited me and that 
you had entered it upon vour records that I was equited (1) 1 there upon 
was easy but since you hav e sent a surveyor and has laid out my lands into 
hundred acre lots and is granting it to whomsoever asks it of you I pray 
Sir of you and likewise of all the gentlemen proprietors that you would con- 
sider me as I am the one and only one that has ever moved a family so far

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Farming was not only the first and essential industry but, also. the 
molder of the character of this basic New Hampshire stock. Lady Blanche 
Murphy in an article entitled "An English Woman in the New England Hill 
Country," appearing in The Atlantic Monthly, August, 1550, celebrates the 
sturdy virtues of these first settlers: 


“The influence of New England character on the history of the 
country is not to be explained by theological reasons only. The minutemen 
of 1776 are exceptional only in our imaginations; our next-door neighbor is 
their strict counterpart. Exactly the same kind of men, slow, sure, and 
dogged, who pass us on the road, who log and harvest and plow, and gos- 
sip and lounge in the store, the rough but kindly. primitive, natural men 
that meet us at every turn of country life, arase one hundred years ago to 
fight for independence. 


"The men who are preeminently, in European eves, representative 
Americans are almost invariably New Englanders. Some, it is true, came of 
scholarly stock, but many, and the original of each stock, came from the 
farm. Roughly speaking, if you go back to the ancestry of any man of note, 
vou find a farmer at the head of it. Farmers are the majority of New Eng- 
land population and the real backbone of the country.”

Hannah Augusta Wakefield Legere 
1836-1928 


A life-long resident of South Conway, "Aunt Gusta” filled her years with 
hard work, achievement and content. An early romance ended in disap- 
pointment, and she lived with her parents until they died, then carried on 
her small farm alone. She built stone walls, kept her field lines clear of 
bushes, and with her oxen hauled out manure and spread it on the land 
every spring. She shingled her own house when it needed it and worked 
out her taxes on the roads. She owned two houses, her own and the one 
where she had lived with her parents. The old house, though untenanted, 
she kept in good repair, ready to move into in case of fire. Shrewd, frugal 
and efficient, she steadily improved her financial status by investing small 
savings in land which became timber lots, Several orphaned children grew 
up in her home, and sometimes she boarded Iumbermen and their oxen who 
happened to be working nearby. She lived in complete harmony with her 
environment aud became its master. 

On August 21, 1900, at the age of sixty-four, she married John Legere, 
an itinerant farm hand from New Brunswick. Although he was considerably 
her junior, it was a happy marriage, giving them both security and com- 
panionship. 

"Aunt Gusta” was left a widow in 1922 and was kindly cared for in her 
own home by her husband's relatives. She was often seen walking along 
the road in those days, a bent ald woman with a hymn book in her hand and 
a shepherd’s crook, sometimes quavering in her old voice the hymns she 
had learned in her girlhood. 

On her farm a huge boulder, for which she once had refused fifty dol- 
lars, is still called “Aunt Gusta's Big Rock.” 
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Every Man a Farmer 


The men who settled Conway were not seekers of gold or great riches 
but sought a fertile vallev and wooded hills from which to carve and create 
their homes. 


First came the clearing of the land, every opening being sown with 
corn and rye to produce food for both man and his animals. The trees taken 
from the clearing were burned to make potash, which in turn was used for 
the preparation of soap and fertilizer. One potash works was located in Con- 
wav village near what is now Seavey's garage. The large copper kettles that 
were used are believed to be buried in the park at the junction of the east- 
and west-side roads. 


Barley, buckwheat, oats, rye, and corn were the early grains. Potatoes 
and beans were also planted. In the year 1874 there were 6,800 bushels of 
grain ground, Potatoes, dried beans, and dried apples were shipped out of 
town. 


Dairv cattle were raised, and milk, butter, and chese were produced 
in quantity. Butter and cheese sold for eight cents a pound. Beef cattle 
were also a part of the economy, being driven in droves to the cities. Nearly 
every family had its flock of sheep, the wool going to the carding mill in 
Conway village to be prepared for the spinning-wheel, eventually to pro- 
duce yarn and cloth. Flax was another product, to be used for a more gra- 
cious living. Maple syrup aud sugar and dried pumpkin supplied the home 
with sweetening. 


Horses and oxen were beasts of burden as well as a mode of transpor- 
tation. If a man did not own an ox team, he could hire one for twenty-five 
cents a day. Much of the hard labor was done on an exchange basis, but if 
a man preferred, he could either hire out or work for a day (from sun-up 
to sun-down ) for a wage of thirty-three cents. 


The grants of Conway were conditioned on the paying of one ear of 
corn a year for ten years on demand. Corn was one of the staples for many 
years. In 1874 Conway ranked fourth in the county in valuation of agricul- 
ture, and first in the production of corn. At one time there was a large corn 
factory in Conway, located on the site of Farrington Street. This was de- 
stroved by fire in the early 1980s. Another factory was located at East Con- 
way (known as Fag End). In the canning period this plant employed over 
two hundred people. 


Potatoes were produced in quantity for a number of years, the rich 
river soil being adaptable to the product. A few of the farmers raising po- 
tatoes received the University of New Hampshire award of a bronze, sil- 
ver, or gold potato, depending upon the number of years when they pro- 
duced over 300 bushels to the acre. A specially built potato harn on the west 
side road held over 10,000 bushels. 


Cider was another local product. Orchards were valued on the basis of 
their cider output.

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In the early days, no matter what else he might be as well, every man 
was of necessity a farmer. Taxes were paid in produce. The salary of the 
first permanent minister of the gospel, Rev. Nathaniel Porter, was paid half 
in farm produce. An article in the town warrant dated August 30, 1790, 
reads: "To see what method the town will take to do something to the Meet- 
ing House in order to have it more convenient to meet in." From the Town 
Clerk's Records at Town Office we learned that it was "Voted to raise eighty 
dollars and that the same may be paid in Produce in order to procure glass 
and nails to do something more to the Meeting House." 

Dairy farming is still a major enterprise. There are twelve dairy and 
beef farms in the township, maintaining approximately 850 milk cows. Four 
of these farms are producing about 5,450 quarts of milk per day, which is 
processed in the local dairy. The other eight farms ship their milk out of 
town. because of larger farms and modern methods at the present time, 
more milk is being produced by fewer farms than at any time in the past. 

There are today two market gardens, chicken hatcheries and one pig- 
gery. Much land is leased to planters of dry and string beans and other 
vegetables. "There is one maple sugar orchard, turning off two hundred or 
more gallons of syrup a year. 

Returning to the past: in the late 1800s the production from the soil 
was the largest source of income, and “summer boarders” held second place. 
Although the proportions may have changed, it is plain to see that farming 
is an essential part of the economy of the town. 


Town Meeting 


A forerunner of the first town meeting held in Conway was a meeting 
of the proprietors held in Portsmouth, August 31, 1769. At that meeting 
temporary town officers were appointed and the town's first town meeting 
was arranged to be held on March 13, 1770, at two o'clock in the afternoon, 
at the house of Mr. Joshua Heath in Conway. The “Freeholders and Inhabi- 
tants of Conway Qualified by law to vote in Town Meeting" met accord- 
ingly and elected the following officers:

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The Meeting House 


Conway's first meeting-house and the first cemetery were located on 
the town's center square in what is now Redstone, and the place is still 
called Meeting-house Hill. On a boulder by the roadside a plaque given by 
the D.A.R. commemorates the spot. 

At the annual town meeting, in March 1773, the voters set the second 
Wednesday in April “for to build the Meeting-house,” and from that day the 
work progressed slowly and erratically, for the settlers were extremely busy 
with their own affairs. After the Rev. Nathaniel Porter was installed as the 
town's first settled minister, in October 1778, better progress was made, and 
by 1780 the church was half-done — the outside finished and the floor laid. 
In that condition it was used for church services and town meetings. In 
cold weather the congregation brought hot soap-stones for their feet, and 
Dr. Porter is said to have preached standing on a short length of plank that 
had heen heated. In 1790 eighty dollars was raised "in order to procure 
glass and nails to do something more to the Meeting-house.” The amount 
was paid in produce. 

In 1793 the voters decided to abandon the old church and build a new 
one in North Conway. Then seven citizens of Center Conway gave bond to 
the town for the old Meeting-house which thev took down and rebuilt on 
Mill Street in Center Conway. There it became the South Church. In 1803 
three pews "all on the lower flower" and seven "on the upper flower — to- 
gether with all the rest of the ground on hoth flowers” were sold by Maj. 
Stephen Webster for 260 pounds. Dr. Porter divided his time between the 
North Church and the South Church. 

In the 1830's repairs were needed on the South Church which was also 
used as a town house, and plans were made to restore it. But in 1837 Con- 
way received its share of the government's surplus money and with it a new 
town hall was built on the present location. At town meeting in 1840 it was 
voted to open the new building for church services. It was not the end for 
the old church on Mill Street, however, for Rev. Silas Frink made a dwell- 
ing house of it. About 1862 Nicholas Peterson came into possession of it and 
added a shop where he made shook and barrels. Changes have been made 
in the old church, but it still stands. At present John Pandora lives there. 
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CONWAY VOTED AGAINST 


At the New Hampshire Convention meeting at Concord, June 18, 1788, 
to ratify the constitution proposed by the Philadelphia Convention, 57 dele- 
gates voted for ratification, 47 against. David Page, delegate from Conwav 
is listed as against. (The Town of Conway also went on record against the 
adoption of the State Constitution in 1792.) Nevertheless, New Hampshire 
after all cast the decisive vote in the adoption of the United States Consti- 
tution, being ninth to ratify, and nine being the required number for 
adoption.

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Bounties 


The first bounty to be paid in town was arranged at a proprietors’ meet- 
ing in Chester in 1776 as follows: 

"Voted that every person who shall bring the first rattle of a rattle- 
snake to the Constable of Conway, said snake henig killed in the township 
of Conway this present year before the tenth day of June next, which rattle 
so delivered — shall be redeemed immediately by said Constable and the 
money so paid — shall be repaid or advanced by the Proprietors of said 
township." 

In 1777 it was proposed "to see if the town will give any encouragement 
to such person or persons that shall kill wolves and how much per head —” 
In 1816 a bounty of twenty dollars was paid for a wolf's head. 

In 1787 the town voted to give one penny per head for "all the black- 
birds that shall be killed in the town of Conway from the first of April to 
the last of August next — said bounty to be paid in flax at eight pense per 
pound by the Constable to such persons as shall bring an order or a certifi- 
cate from either of the selectmen for all the birds he has killed." 

Hawks, crows and woodchucks all had a price on their heads, and the 
state paid a bounty on bears. 

Wild pigeons were a valuable food and no bounty was paid for them, 
but crops had to be protected from enormous flocks that arrived in spring. 
Children were sent to watch the fields when the grain was sprouting and 
again at harvest time. Eventually some farmers made pigeon beds. A spot 
was cleared in the woods and a big net was suspended over it. When the 
birds came in for the grain left for them, the net was dropped and a cord 
pulled, and the birds were trapped. One of the last pigeon beds in town 
was on the Stephen Davis farm on Davis Hill in South Conway.

& pay to the selectmen of sd town on or before the first day of Januarv 
next. 

The second column is their proportion of a county tax amounting in 
the whole to the sum of eighty four dollars & sixty two cents out of 
which you are to collect & pay into the county treasurer the sum of eighty

Also you are to collect a schoolhouse tax assessed on the inhabitants 
of School Dis No 6 amounting to the sum of one hundred & twenty three 
dollars sixty nine cents of which sum each and every person in sd district 
are to pay their equal proportion assessd and carried off against their

Any person or persons named in your list neglecting or refusing to

TOWN HALL 

Once upon a time a surplus in Uncle Sam's treasury was divided among 
the states and came back to individuals. This happening was in 1837, when 
an overabundance of money in the Federal strong box was divided among 
the states in proportion to the population, and in New Hampshire among 
the towns according to the number of inhabitants. 

Conway received as its share $2,140.04 in April, and in July $1,070.02 
was added. At that time there were twenty-five states, so there must have 
been a good sized balance in the treasury. 

The towns could do what they liked with their shares. In Conway it 
was voted to use a part to build a new town house. According to the records 
kept by the selectmen, the money seems to have been loaned to various citi- 
zens on notes mostly for $100 each, and these were called iu in 1840. In 1842 
what was left was divided among heads of families and widows, each re- 
ceiving $5.58, and the transaction was settled. The cost of the town house 
must have been small to leave over $2,000 for the division, but doubtless 
the building was entirely adequate and satisfactory at the time. 

— From a clipping found in the Conway Historical Society files 
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Tax Levy of 1827 


The total tax levy for the Town of Conway in 1827 was $1219.20. The 
largest tax was that of Thomas Merrill — $34.65, of which $17.07 was 
schoolhouse tax in District No. 6. The smallest tax collected was levied 
on Moses Davis for "part of the Ricker Farm" — 30 cents. Captain Elijah 
Dinsmore, who owned the property now owned by Ray Cannell, the 
Idlewild, etc., was assessed $7.25. James Willeys taxes for the property 
later owned by the Merrimans — that is from Dinsmore's to Randall's — 
were $8.99. Total Randall taxes, on property that extended from just south 
of the White Trellis Motel to about where Kearsarge Street begins, and 
from the Saco River on the west to the Kearsarge Road on the east, were 
$20.20. Among the higher taxes levied were the following:

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Pre-Nuptial Contract 


Property rights of a wife in the early nineteenth century were settled 
by prenuptial contract. The original of the following prenuptial agreement 
of Barnabas Blossom and Rebeccah Demerit is dated 1816 and owned by 
Edith Whitaker Bancroft. 


Know all men by these presents that we Barnabas Blossom of Eaton in 
the county of Strafford & State of Newhampshire gentleman on the one part 
& Rebecca Demerit of Eaton in the County and State aforesaid gentlewom- 
an on the other part witnesseth that we have made and by these presents 
do make and enter into the following articles of agreement (to wit) the 
said Barnabas Blossom on his part does agree and promise to enter into the 
marriage covenant with the said Rebeccah Demerit and to take her to be 
his lawful wife — and that if the said Rebeccah Demerit shall & will enter 
into the marriage covenant with the said Barnabas Blossom and continue to 
be his lawful wife during their natural lives and provided the said Rebeccah 
does out live and survive the said Barnabas then the said Barnabas hereby 
agrees and promises the said Rebeccah that she shall immediately after his 
decease enter into and enjoy one third part of all the real estate the said 
Barnabas shall die seized and shall take the whole profit and have all the 
privileges appertaining and belonging therunto so long as the said Rebeccah 
shall continue single and no longer. 


And the said Rebeccah Demerit on her part has agreed and by these 
presents does agree & promise the said Barnabas Blossom to enter into the 
marriage covenant with the said Barnabas and to take him to be her law- 
ful husband, and if the said Barnabas shall and will enter into the marriage 
covenant with the said Rebeccah & continue to be her lawful husband dur- 
ing their natural lives, and provided the said Barnabas shall die and de- 
cease before the said Rebeccah then the said Rebeccah agrees to receive 
the use and occupation (free of all encumbrance) of one third part of all 
the real estate of which the said Barnabas shall die seized so long as the 
said Rebeccah remains single and unmarried (and no longer) in full of her 
dower — and the said Rebeccah hereby relinquishes all claims to any part 
of the Barnabas’ real estate of which he shall die seized whenever the said 
Rebeccah shall cease to be the widow of the said Barnabas. 


In witness whereof we have hereunto set our hands and seals this 24 
day of October Anno Domino one thousand eight hundred & sixteen.

But the said Rebeccah never lived to be widow of the said Barnabas. 
He outlived her five months. In the Stark Neighborhood Cemete ту are the 
graves of Barnabas Blossom, died June 1847, aged 89; his first wife, Sara, 
died January 1816, aged 58; his second wife, Rebeccah, died January, 1847, 
aged 77, The Blossoms lived just across the Conway line north of Major 
Samuel Stark s. 
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Ihe Mills 


Two primary needs of the settlers were a sawmill for their logs and a 
gristmill for their corn. In 1763 the settlers of Seven Lots (then a part of 
Frveburg, later incorporated into Conwav) gave to Captain Timothy 
Walker the right to set up a sawsmill and a gristmill on the brook below 
Conway Lake for the settlers use. With the help of the Proprietors, Captain 
Walker had mill irons brought up the Saco River from Biddeford on a ba- 
teau and hired Nathaniel Smith, a millwright, to set up the mills. By 1764 
they were in operation. In 1768 Captain Walker gave his bond to the Con- 
wav proprietors as follows: *. . . that until there shal] be another grist mill 
and saw mill built in Conwav the said Walker his heirs and assigns shall 
keep a good grist mill and saw mill in good repair and give good attendance 
at the same to serve the proprietors or inhabitants of said town - - -.” 


In 1789 Caleb Smith opened a fulling mil] and a elothing mill at the 
west end of the dam. The need of iron for all kinds of daily use becoming 
increasingly urgent, Major Stephen Webster in 1795 established an iron- 
works below the saw and grist mills. Iron was not far to seek. Bog iron was 
found on the Coffin farm on the north side of the river and was brought 
across the fording plaee, across the intervale, and up to the mills. Thomas 
Newman had a blacksmith shop nearby. 


The ironworks and fulling mill lasted until 1820. The grist mill, black- 
smith shop, and a cooper shop were closed down at the turn of the century. 
The saw mill was still in operation when everything, including a piano box 
factory, burned about 1913.

The town now owns the dam and mill site, and the Walker's Pond Con- 
servation Society owns thirteen acres along the mill brook below the dam. 


Other mills were established. One, on Kesaugh ( Mill) Brook in North 
Conway, was undertaken by Thomas Chadbourne; another, for finishing, 
lumber, was erected on Washington Street and was converted later to use 
first as a theater for the Barnstormers, and later as the American Legion 
Home. On the Main Street of Conway the B. F. Sturdivant Peg Mill of the 
nineteenth Century produced wooden pegs that were sent in huge quanti- 
ties to Germany until World War 1, after which the output was converted 
to wooden heels, to be followed today by table tops. This last-mentioned 
mill and the Spool Mill — which made spools for J. P. Coates Company of 
Scotland and the Clark Mile-End Thread Company of Newark, New [er- 
sev — were the longest-lived industries of the town, as well as our earliest 
link with a market beyond our bounds. 


But for real expansion of outlook and activity the town awaited its dis- 
covery by outsiders.

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DROVING 


Among the old-time callings, one little noted but picturesque and even 
heroic was that of the cattle-drover. A rare partnership of two families was 
maintained through successive generations in this difficult calling. 

In the year 1834 were born Bradley Blanchard Woodward and John 
Weston, the former on a farm in East Conway, the other on one just across 
the state line in Maine. Grown to manhood, they formed a partnership last- 
ing more than seventy-five years. In the mid-century the two men would 
annually drive north in horse and buggy to buy cattle from the farms along 
the Canadian border. Thence would begin the cattle drive that ended at the 
Brighton Stockyards, now a part of Boston. The fine cattle raised in the 
north found a brisk market in New Hampshire and Massachusetts, Trading 
was carried on with farmers along the way, keeping the drove usually 
around two hundred in number. Stopping-places were established at farms 
en route, where the drove would be put out to pasture to rest: service sta- 
tions not for cars but for cows. Naturally they tarried longest at the home 
zone, in the Conway area. 

The dogs of these long drives were hard working, very intelligent, and 
in their time quite celebrated. One is talked of in the Weston home to this 
day as the dog who refused to stay-over in Brighton; if not confined, he 
would set out at once in a straight line for home, without benefit of road 
map. 

Howard Woodward and George Weston, the grandsons of the original 
partners, were also born by coincidence within a single vear, 1870. As teen- 
age boys, they in turn started the long haul with their fathers. 

Both the Woodward and the Weston farms are still being operated. An- 
other Weston has recently finished college and joined his father in the old 
trade. 

The droves stopped years ago. Weekly shipments by railroad followed. 
That, too, has passed, and trucks using roughly the same routes repeat the 
old journeys. In the olden days the droves from Fryeburg into Brighton 
took ten or eleven days. Trains reduced it to two. Now trucks make the trip 
in a matter of hours. In the beginning payment was in hard cash. The men 
would start out on this annual drive with a thousand or more dollars in their 
pockets. Now a cheque book will do. The patterns change, but now as 
then the trade requires brains, courage, and hard work. 


QUARRIES 


One industry created a town: the industry, quarrying; the town, Red- 
stone. It was George A. Wagg, the roadmaster of the Maine Centra] Rail- 
road, whose enthusiasm over the remarkable quality of granite used in Con- 
way bridges prompted the formation of the Maine and New Hampshire 
Granite Company in 1884. Presently boarding-houses, dwellings, a two- 
room school, a railroad station, and a post office appeared around the nucle- 
us of activity. 

The stone from the quarry was of such high grade that it was sought in 
the construction of numerous well-known buildings, among them Grants 
Tomb in New York City. 
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Schools 


A little log schoolhouse was Conway's first. One was built at the east 
end of town in what was called the Page Neighborhood, and another in 
North Conway near the site of the present Episcopal Church. The town 
raised small sums to support the schools. Frame schoolhouses followed. It 
was. boasted that they were “in successful operation some four to six months 
every year.” 


The Conway Academic School, located ti North Conway, was or- 
ganized in 1828 and erected by subscription. Until 1856-7 the school was 
“kept” by female teachers, at which time a movement was successfully car- 
ried out to up-grade the institution. A college graduate was secured as 
principal, two departments established, and students “were thoroughly 
fitted for college.” Attendance ranged from forty to eighty pupils. Proceeds 
from some of the state land was applied toward the support of the school. 
The year 1874 marked its end. 

Iu the 1870's a private boarding school for boys was operated in North 
Conway bv Rev. Frederick Thompson at "The Three Elms,” just south of 
the Congregational Church. Two of the people hired by Reverend Thomp- 
son were Lady Blanche Murphy and her husband, Mr. Thomas Murphy, 
who taught music and French.

In the nineteenth century there were three schools, one in North Con- 
way, one in Conway, and one in Center Coway, with one-roam schools per- 
sisting in outlying districts. 


The much needed and long deferred central high school was built on 
the site of the Pequawket House, This was Kennett High School, erected as 
a memorial to A. Crosby Kennett by his widow and sons. The first class 
graduated in 1924. 


The present year saw an enormous modern wing, the third, added to 
the Georgian nucleus of the original building. 
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Medical School 


One of the first medical schools in the United States was a private one 
established in North Conway shortly after 1800 on the site of the Eastern 
Slope Theatre by Dr. Alexander Ramsay, a Scotsman of great learning, and 
a most skillful anatomist, who had studied medicine in Edinburgh and re- 
ceived a medical degree from the University of St. Andrews. The medical 
students, usually numbering twenty to thirty, were accommodated in 
a boarding house maintained by the Widow Betsy Randall and in neighbor- 
ing farmhouses. Dr. Ramsay gave lectures at McGill University, Dartmouth 
College, Concord, New Hampshire, and Boston, Massachusetts. Except for 
the period during the War of 1812, when the doctor thought it expedient to 
return to his native land, the school was maintained until his death in 1524. 
He conducted experiments with rattlesnake venom, and his death was prob- 
ably caused by a snake bite. There are many legends regarding the irascible 
temper and eccentricities of Dr. Ramsay.

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The House that Capt. Walker Built 


In 1763 under a Maine grant from Colonel Joseph Frye of “Seven 
Lots,” long the name of Fryeburg Village, Captain Timothy Walker con- 
structed a dam and erected a sawmill and a gristmill at the outlet of Walk- 
ers Pond. Between 1763 and 1765 he built a small house and barn on the 
easterly side of the Mill Brook. Later it was discovered that this grant lay 
within the boundaries of the newly incorporated (1765) town of Conway. 


When repairs were made after damage to the house by lightning in 
1876, the roof was raised and an ell added. The original part of the pres- 
ent house is the living room, the dining-room, a small back room, and the 
front hall, with the stairs leading to what was once the attic. 


The interesting features in the house ure the “gun stock” corners and 
the old doors with their iron latches. The old timbers in the cellar are of 
unpecled swamp ash, and the boards used for the under-flooring were 
sawed on an “up and down” saw, the earliest type of saw used. 


The Hoors may sag and creak a bit, but one wonders how many houscs 
built in 1965 will still be standing two hundred years from now.

"Conway Through the Years and Whither” is a history of the town cam- 
pleted in 1963 by its author, Ruth B. D. Horne, then in her eighty-fourth 
year. The book was sponsored and published by the Conway Historical So- 
ciety. It not only covers such varied facets and factors of town life and 
growth as churches, schools, music, politics, artistic and industrial develop- 
ment, and outstanding personalities, but also is enlivened with an abun- 
dance of anecdotes flavored with the very salt and spice of olden days. A 


limited number of copies are still available in the local book stores. 
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Ihe Homestead 


In 1793 Amos Barnes started to build The Homestead. Before 1505 he 
sold out to Thomas Eastman, a relative by marriage. Until 1860 the house 
was owned by descendants of the latter. In 1945 it was bought by Jeanette 
M. Luke, the present occupant. 


The front section of The Homestead is of heavy-beamed, wooden- 
pegged Cape Cod style construction, without a nail in the entire frame. 
During remodeling in 1945 a hidden room 8’ by 8’ was found behind an old 
fireplace in the front of the house. This room was entered by removing three 
shelves from a china closet and opening a 3’ by 4' flush-panel door. Lester 
Barnes said his grandfather had told him that this room had been built to 
hide from possible marauders and later was used to conceal fugitive slaves 
on their way to freedom in Canada. From the amount of old hay pulled out 
of the walls during remodeling, it seems possible that the front part of The 


Homestead was originally built for a barn, 


The Homestead has been used as a guest or a small inn from sometime 
before 1865. An old letter dated April 4, 1865 requested summer's lodging 
for a Rev. J. Greene of Brookline, Massachusetts. with accommodations 
also for a horse.

Artist Falls House 


This house was built on the intervale in 1766-7 by Richard Chadbourne, 
Jr. In 1769 he sold the house and the mill rights on Kesaugh or Mill Brook 
(at the lower end of North Conway) to Richard Eastman. His son Jonathan 
was the first male child born in North Conway (1770). 

After the freshet of 1785 the Eastman house and fifteen others which 
had been built on the intervale were moved for safety to higher land. Al- 
terations were made in 1882, and one of the rooms was used for a public 
library, of which the owner was librarian. 

Further enlarged and remodeled, the house today is known as the 
Artist Falls House.

Lady Blanche 


Lady Blanche Murphy was the godchild of Queen Victoria. 
Among the effects of her husband, Thomas Murphy, was found an 
ornate, bejeweled praver-book inscribed to her darling godchild 


Blanche by Victoria Regina. 


The romantic story of Lady Blanche Murphy, the daughter of an earl 
who fell in love with a musician, gave up family and fortune to elope with 
him to America, and finally came to live in North Conway, has long been 
one of the favorite legends of the town. The Right Honorable Blanche 
Elizabeth Mary Annunciata Noel was the eldest daughter of Charles, the 
second Earl of Gainsborough, of Exton Hall, Rutlandshire, England. The 
musician was Thomas Murphy, employed as organist in the chapel on the 
Noel estate — talented, educated, charming, but just an ordinary man, with- 
out a title. After a grueling seven-week crossing of the Atlantic in the steer- 
age of a sailing vessel, the Murphys arrived in New York with very little 
money — fifteen dollars, to be exact — but much courage. In articles pub- 
lished later Lady Blanche has told of that trip and of their struggles during 


the next three years in and around New York City. 


In 1875 they came to North Conway where they taught in the Kear- 
sarge School for Boys: he, with classes in French and music ( piano and or- 
сап); she, often substituting for him. She loved the out-of-doors so much — 
flower-gardening, the mountains, long, vigorous country walks — that even- 
tually they saved enough to buy a small farm farm on the West Side with a 
sweeping view of intervales that reminded her of English meadows. Here 
on this remote farm they lived for a few years, three quarters of a mile from 
the nearest house, three miles from the nearest town. He played the organ 
in church, taught, and composed music. She, reared in a British upper-class 
family, had little knowledge of housekeeping, but a fine gift for writing 


which she used very successfully. It is said that she was published more 
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The Lady Blanche Murphy farm is on the West Side Road under Humphrey's Ledge 
and in the town of Bartlett. It has had various occupants since the late nineteenth 
century. Its present owners, Mr. and Mrs. John Wyatt, have restored the old house 
charmingly, keeping almost intact the pine-paneled, low-timbered room which was 
once the study of Lady Blanche. 


readily and was better paid than were her contemporaries — Longfellow. 
Holmes, Lowell, and Tennyson — when they were as little known. A bibli- 
ography of her magazine and newspaper articles, published between 1868 
and 1881 shows an extraordinary range of knowledge, travel experience, 
and cultural interests. Her writings show a high degree of intelligence, and 
forthrightness of opinion and expression. Although she found the farming 
people in the New Hampshire "hill country" where she was living too dulled 
by hard work to find beauty, amusement, or enjoyment in life, she admired 
what they exemplified in New England character: integritv, sense of jus- 
tice, endurance, patience, steadfastness of purpose. A kind and gentle per- 
son, she was actively interested in the welfare of her neighbors, and espe- 
cially concerned with bringing pleasure into the lives of the children. When 
she died, at the early age of thirty-three, she was beloved by all the towns- 


people who knew her, Her husband outlived her only a few years.

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Hotels 


Numerous hotels had flourished and declined long before the heyday 
of the so-called tourist husiness, The hotel was a utility before it became a 
resort attraction. 


The earliest appeared in Center Conway. Caiptain Joshua Heath was 
the first innkeeper in town. In Center Conway, too, Lieutenant Barnett 
Walker in 1780 built a home which later was operated for over a century as 
a hotel, known as the "Center House." 


Licenses for the keeping of taverns multiplied from 1792 on. Abbott's 
Tavern was recorded in 1812 as part of the village of Conway, which then 
comprised, besides, a saw and gristmill and one or two houses. Greatly en- 
larged, this tavern hecame the famed Pequawket House, which stood until 
razed to make way for the erection of Kennett High School. Its register 
numbered among its guests: John Greenleaf Whittier, Abraham Lincoln, 
Mary Todd Lincoln and son, Daniel Webster, Talleyrand, General Stark, 
Mary Livermore, General Greely, Mrs. Grover Cleveland, Fred Ober, and 
Dr. Francis, the first woman doctor. 


The Conway House, the most imposing structure of the region in its 
day, was built in 1850. It was erected by Samuel Thom, Hiram Abbott, and 
Nathaniel Abbott, owners of the stage route of which Conway was the cen- 
ter. Horace Fabyan, famous hosteler, was the first host. Among guests of 
note was the poet, John Greenleaf Whittier. 


In North Conway Colonel McMillan was the pioneer in the hotel en- 
terprise. In 1764 he bought a house at the southern end of town, on a site 
opposite that of the present Birchmont. Through his public spiritedness and 
hospitality, his home gradually developed into an inn that lasted until it 
burned down more than a century later. 


However, it was Samuel Thompson, who, in the mid-nineteententh 
century, really set North Conway on its road to preeminence as a summer 
resort. He carried mail weekly on horseback between Conway and Little- 
ton and instigated a new stage route from Portland to Fabyans. But his 
most significant contribution was the impetus he gave to the influx of art- 
ists into the region. Following Benjamin Champney and Kensett, whom he 
had met at Sebago Lake and enticed to North Conway, artists flocked to 
the region. Once they had discovered it, they celebrated its beauty in their 
works, and the ball of publicity had started to roll. 


Mr. Thompson took the artists into his own home, which with the pas- 
sage of time had to be enlarged four times until by 1871 it had become a 
hotel accommodating 300 guests. Named after the mountain to the top of 
which he had cleared a path, it was called the Kearsarge House and became 
the outstanding hotel of the village. 
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Kearsarge House, a famous hotel in North Conway in the late 1800's, located on the 
site of the present playground. 


Mrs. Abraham Lincoln was the first presidents wife to visit New 
Hampshire (except for Mrs. Franklin Pierce, who lived here). On August 
3, 1863 Mary Todd Lincoln, with her sons Robert and Thomas, came to 
Conway by stagecoach from Center Harbor. At Conway Village the Lin- 
colns transferred to private carriages and drove to the Kearsarge House in 
North Conway, where they spent the next two days. Mrs. Lincoln later said 
that she was delighted with the elegant and unobtrusive attention which 
the guests in North Conway had given them. Their next stop was the Glen 
House. On August 6, Mrs. Lincoln and Robert rode to the Tip-Top House 
on Mt. Washington over the carriage road which had been constructed just 
two years earlier, in 1861. There were 130 visitors on the summit that day. 
Apparently thev were much pleased with the trip, as both Robert and his 
mother rode to the Tip-Top House again on the following dav. 


In 1864, James T. Randall purchased a boarding house which he re- 
named the Randall House. The hotel — or rather a succession of them rising 
each on the ashes of the preceding — continued under the proprietorship of 
the family name, H. H. Randall and Sons, Philip and Carl, until it was ac- 
quired by Harvey D. Gibson and became the Eastern Slope Inn, continuing 
the long established reputation of this hostelrv.

McMillan House 


Colonel Andrew MeMillan, generally known as Squire McMillan, 
was one of the original grantees of the town. A native of Londonderry, 
Ireland, he had served as lieutenant in the French and Indian War and as 
a reward for his services had received from the King of England a grant of 
land in Lower Bartlett in 1765. However, on coming to this region to care 
for this large tract of land, he settled in North Conway on a site nearly 
opposite the present Birchmont and made that location the business center 
of the town. He became one of Conway's most influential citizens, as 
selectman, leader in proprietors meetings, agent for the town, representa- 
tive to the General Court, receiver of taxes paid in produce, often modera- 
tor of town and other meetings, and usually the highest taxpaver. His 
house was a center of business activity; where taxes paid in produce were 
paid and the produce sold, extensive operations in real estate were carried 
on, and prospective settlers gathered. Naturally his home was opened to 
guests in the early days, and presently it became the first hotel in North 
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Conway. According to the History of Carroll County, "His was an aristo- 
cratic establishment, with its open hospitality, its African servants, and 
generous living. He died in 1800, and his son Gilbert inherited the hotel 
business, which he carried on for most of his life. Later, Gilbert's son John 
beeame the proprietor, and in the heyday of North Conways popularity 
as à summer resort made the McMillan House one of the outstanding hotels 
of the region. Many stories of John’s cordiality as a host, ability as a 
racentenr, and quick wit have been handed down. In 1886 the hotel passed 
out of the hands of the McMillan family; and in 1899 it burned to the 
ground. 


The old registers of the various local hotels contained the names of 
many famous people. Among them were John Greenleaf Whittier, Daniel 
Webster, Mary Todd Lincoln and her two sons, Tallevrand, General Stark, 
General Greely, Mrs. Grover Cleveland, Dr. Francis (the first woman doc- 
tor), and John D. Rockefeller, Sr.

Hotel on Mount Kearsarge 


In 1845 a building was erected on Mount Kearsarge by Caleb and Na- 
thaniel Frye, John Dana, and Moses Chandler. In 1868 it was bought, reno- 
vated, and operated as a hotel by Andrew Dinsmore. During the 18705 it 
was run by A. A. and J. W. Whitaker. A bridle path up the mountain made 
it accessible by horseback. After a beating wind blew the building down in 
1883, it was replaced by a shack. Although there were plans for a railroad 
running to the top of the mountain, and in 1885 the North Conway-Mount 
Kearsarge Railway Corporation was actually organized, these plans were 
never realized. In 1902 the building and site were purchased by the Ap- 
palachian Mountain Club, and mountain climbing became a sport in this 
area. Today the summit and approach are part of the White Mountain 


National Forest and the present building is a fire-lookout station. 
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THE GABLES INN 


NORTH CONWAY, NEW HAMPSHIRE 


The Gables Inn, built about 1870, has now become опе of North Conway's 
famous eating places. The present owners have transformed the barn into a 
setting of priceless antiques from the four corners of the earth, and an old 
screened-in porch into a cocktail lounge known as The Pony High.

The emergence of this region as an artist colony is recorded in the 
following manner by Benjamin Champnev in his autobiography. In 1852 
he wrote, "There was quite a little knot of artists at Thompson's, and we 
nearly filled the dining table in the old house. Thus every year brought 
fresh visitors to North Conway as the news of its attractions spread, until 
in 1853 and 1854 the meadows and the banks of the Saco were dotted all 
about with white umbrellas in great numbers." 


He sums up the attractions of the region in the following terms: "We 
had seen grander, higher mountains in Switzerland, but not often so much 
beauty and artistic picturesqueness brought together in one valley."

In 1850 one could have board and room at Samuel Willey Thompson's 
Tavern in North Conway for $3.50 a week. (Who says they weren't “the 
good old days"? The board must have been very satisfactorv, since the 
artists Benjamin Champney and John Kensett liked it so well that thev 
induced about a dozen of their artist friends to join them at Thompson's 
Tavern during the following summer of 1851. 
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It was the sale of thousands of paintings of the Saco Valley by Kensett, 
Champney, and their friends, that drew so many people to North Conway 
during the next three decades, to behold these natural beauties at first hand. 
From that time on this area became one of the most popular summer resorts 
in New England. 


THOMAS E. M. WHITE 


Many of the old photographs in this booklet are by Thomas E. M. 
White, an artist of distinction and repute in his dav. 


Thomas White was born in Newburyport, Massachusetts, in February, 
1834. A singer and violinist by avocation, he did photographic portraiture 
in New Bedford and was one of the first photographers in the country to 
use dry plates. 


In 1878 he came to North Conway with his wife, Gabriella F. Eddy, 
an outstanding water colorist and one of William Hunts most promising 
pupils. They opened a photographic studio and built Tanglewild, their 
home. Visitors thronged their studio and friends filled their home in the 
summer. Twice a week they gave stereopticon exhibitions on their lawn for 
the entertainment of the townspeople, and frequently gave lantern slide 
shows in the studio. 


The Whites’ photographs of White Mountain scenery were awarded a 
high place as art productions, and their glass transparencies invariably won 
first prize when exhibited. Many are still in existence in town today. 


Mr. White was loved as a person as well as respected as an artist. He 
was a memorable figure: tall and slender, with bright blue eyes, curly red- 
gold hair, which straightened and turned white with age, matching a patri- 
archal snowy beard. He was a remarkable whistler and would blithely ren- 
der entire operas while working. Kind and generous to a degree, he loved 
country life and greatly respected farmers. He was a member of the Pe- 
quawket Grange, in which he was a loyal worker and long-time Chaplain. 


He died in North Conway, December 16, 1909.

Ou March 12, 1771, the voters again met, “at one of the clock in the 
afternoon," and voted “Twelve Pounds Lawful money — {о support the 
preaching of the Gospel the Present year.” They also voted Joshua Heath, 
James Osgood and Capt. Timothy Walker to be a committee to hire a minis- 
ter and to appoint a place for Public Worship. 


DR. PORTER 


The Rev. Nathaniel Porter, the first settled minister of Conway, was 
born in Topstield, Massachusetts, in 1745. the son of a mill worker. He 
graduated from Harvard in the class of 1768. After a few years of teaching 
and five months as chaplain in the Continental Army, he accepted in 1778 
a call to the new Congregational Church in Conway. 


Dr. Porters family of ten children (two died young) grew up on his 
farm on the old Goshen Road near Davis Hill in South Conway. Though the 
farm is a timber lot now, his stone walls are still there, beautifully straight 
and symmetrical, 


After 1793 Conway had two churches — the North Church, which was 
built across the road from the present Adora Motel and the South Church, 
near the mills at Center Conway. Dr. Porter served both of these churches 
until 1510. Then for eighteen years he was a missionary to Saco Valley 
towns below Fryeburg while still retaining his pastoral relations with the 
Conway Church. 


He was one of the first three trustees of Fryeburg Academy and held 
the position for many years. He died on November 11, 1836, at the age of 
ninety-one, after fifty years in the ministry in Conway. His long life had 
been spent trying to improve the intellectual and spiritual qualities of his 
fellow men.

The town has shown cultural as well as commercial evidence of its 
development. A small public library was established at Center Conway 
in 1896-1897. It became a branch of the larger Conway library when that 
opened. In 1900 the cornerstone of the Conway Public Library was laid. 
The building was erected by the widow and the daughter of Thomas L. 
Jenks, à successful Boston physician who had been born here. The library 
opened officially on January 1, 1909. 


The North Conway Public Library, too, was given impetus by a gift, 
although the initial fund obtained for the library was from life memberships. 
Fifty people contributed twenty-five dollars each. The benefactor who 
made possible the erection of the present building was Mr. James Schouler, 
who purchased a lot at the corner of Main and Mechanic Streets as its site. 
He was made president of the North Conway Public Library, organized 
on August 4, 1905. The building itself was erected bv Mr. Schouler as a 
memorial to his wife, whose legacy of $1000 was the first trust fund, the 
interest of which was to be used for the buying of books. Further bequests 
were left. George S. Walker bequeathed $50,000 as a trust fund. Mrs. 
Helen Merriman left $10,000 for the addition of a wing. The North Con- 
way Woman's Club Educational League donated $3,200, the interest of 
which was to go to the purchase of books, particularly for the use of chil- 
dren. Although the library in North Conwav is public in its service, it is 
privatelv endowed and receives no support from publie funds. 


Radio Stations 


hadio came to Conway in December 1955 when the local radio station 
with the call letters WJWG first went on the air. These call letters were the 
initials of John W. Guider of Littleton, N. H., who built the station in 1957. 
The call letters were changed to WBNC by Richard McKee, who bought 
the property from Mr. Guider. 


In 1960 Mr. and Mrs. Lawrence H. Sherman bought the station, which 
is now independently owned and operated by them with an operating 
power of 1,000 watts. 


The station renders a distinctive service to the community and sur- 
rounding towns and is on the air from sunrise to sunset,

The establishing of a local newspaper was launched with several brave 
attempts and false starts. The White Mountain Record, a weekly estab- 
lished in 1874 by George C. Furber, ran afoul of the political animosities 
stirred up by its own lack of partiality. A summer paper, The Idler, put 
out by Mr. Furber a year later, saw only six issues. Shortly after, The White 
Mountain News survived for about two years. 


It wasnt until the advent of The Reporter that a permanent regional 
paper was established. It was begun by Charles H. Blanchard in 1883 as 
The Sandwich Reporter, which attained a circulation of 840 copies at its 
location at Sandwich Lower Corner. North Conway became the publish- 
ing center in the middle 90's. Bennett C. Snyder and Ellsworth H. New- 
ton succeeded Mr. Charles Blanchard as owners. 


On November 1, 1948, Paul K. Blanchard of Boston, not related to 
the founder, became the fourth owner and editor of the paper, and The 
Reporter took on new vitality. It now provides home news and editorial 
comment to subscribers in more than thirty states and several foreign 
countries.

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Development of Skiing. 


A later expansion of the region, as a year-round resort, came with 
the development of winter business through the skiing boom. Skiing and 
dog-sled racing were already regional pastimes before awareness awak- 
ened their commercial possibilities. It was Carroll Reed of Boston. 
recovering from a skiing accident in the Memorial Hospital. who was 
inspired with the idea of forming the "Eastern Slope Ski Club." In 1936 
this club. brought to Conway Benno Hybiska, of the famous Hannes 
Schneider Ski School at St. Anton am Arlberg, Austria. 

The enterprise was given further impetus by Harvey Dow Gibson. 
This "local boy who had made good" in the world of New York finance 
purchased the western slope of Cranmore Mountain and had it laid out 
for ski runs. George Morton, a local mechanical genius. invented and 
designed the Skimobile, which operates as a tramway up the mountainside, 
IIis son, IIerbert, managed the Ski School after his father's death and pur- 
chased the Skimobile m 1964. 

Through the mediation of Harvey Gibson, Hannes Schneider, the 
originator of the Arlberg system of skiing, was finally released from a Nazi 
prison and came to North Conway with his wife and two children, Herbert 
and Herta. 

Hannes won fame for himself and his ski school апа much acclaim 
tor the Skimobile development. 

IIerbert Schneider, the son of Hannes, managed the Ski School after 
his father's death and purchased the Skimobile in 1964. 

Mr. Philip A. Robertson, a native son of New Hampshire and resi- 
dent of North Conway was selected by Mr. Gibson to be the General 
Manager of The Skimobile which position he held for twenty-five years. 
Under his direction the Skimobile gained international] attention and skiers 
from all over the world came to North Conway to ski at Cranmore Mt. 
and ride the "only skimobile in the world." Mr. Robertson was retired 
from the Skimobile in 1964 and opened Attitash Ski Area cight miles north 
of North Conway in January of 1965.

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MEMORIAL HOSPITAL 


In 1961, the hospital celebrated its first half century of distinguished 
medical service to the communitv and to visitors to this region. 

In the establishing of the hospital, as in so many other enterprises, 
the means were furnished by a summer visitor prompted by love of the 
region. Erastus Brigham Bigelow, summer resident of Intervale, left as 
a memorial to his wife a bequest for the “welfare of the people of North 
Conway and surrounding towns." Their daughter. Helen Bigelow Merri- 
man, built and furnished a hospital of twenty-five beds, which opened for 
patients in 1911. 

The annual report of 1912 summarizes the following services of the 
hospital: "The hospital desires to place its advantages at the disposal of 
the public at the smallest possible cost consistent with its maintenance. 
At present the price of a bed in an open ward is $1.50 per dav, or $10.50 
per week. The price of private rooms is Irom $2.00 per day upwards. These 
prices include board, nursing and ordinary medical and surgical supplies." 

Staffed by local physicians and surgeons, with consultants from Port- 
iand and Boston, the hospital soon acquired high repute, particularlv in 
bone surgery, a necessary service in this region as skiing developed. The 
skill of Dr. G. Harold Shedd was admired by such specialists as Dr. Simon 
Flexner, head of the Rockefeller Medical Foundation, who pronounced 
the hospital a model for crossroad hospitals. 

In 1961, on the occasion of the celebration, congratulations came from 
President John F. Kennedy: "This hospital has a record of splendid service 
not only to the Conway community, but also to the many visitors who 
come to the White Mountains."

General Adolphus W. Greelv, the famous Arctic explorer who in 1881 
put the American flag farther north than it had ever been put before, came 
to Conway in 1900 and bought the old Bean place in South Conway. From 
1914 on, he and his family came to this house everv summer. His book, 
Three Years of Arctic Service tells the storv of his 1881 Arctic expedition, 
which the government relief ships failed to reach until 1884, when there 
were onlv seven survivors. 


General Greely's daughter, widow of the much beloved and highly es- 
teemed Dr. Harold Shedd, has long been a resident of North Conway. 
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The first Keeley Institute in New England was established in North 
Conway in the present Forest Glen Inn (previously called the Artists’ Falls 
ITouse) in 1891 through the efforts of Payson Tucker, general manager of 
the Maine Central Railroad. In 1903 it was moved to the house on Main 
Street now occupied by Mrs. Harvey D. Gibson, but continued there for 


only a few years.

The big Barnum and Bailev's cireus gave a show in North Conway 
in the early 1900s. It was said at the time that because of a law regarding 
the treatment of animals, a stop for watering had to be made on the rail- 
road trip through Nortb Conway to Portland, and so it was decided to 


exhibit the show ordinarily seen only in the cities. 
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The National Education Association had its national convention in 
North Conway in 1912, and held meetings in the Congregational Church. 
On the evening of July 4, David Starr Jordan, president of Leland Stanford 
University, was scheduled to give an address on the topic of universal 
peace and disarmament. Just as he was about to begin, a telegram was 
brought up the south aisle to him on the platform. Пе opened and read it, 
then announced that the Democratic Convention in Baltimore had just 
nominated Woodrow Wilson as President of the United States. He re- 
marked that in view of the split in the Republican party, Wilson would 
probably be the next President of the United States — a most happy omen 


for the cause of peace throughout the world.

THIRD GENERATION IN TOURIST BUSINESS IN THE CONWAYS 





For many years Merrimack and Carroll Counties each claimed to have 
the Mt. Kearsarge within its boundaries. Each claimed that the Ports- 
mouth-built sloop, the U.S.S. Kearsarge, which sank the Confederate raider, 
the Alabama, in the Civil War, was named for its mountain. Very likely this 
confusion began in the late 1700's when some of the settlers in the Saco Val- 
ley thought Mt. Pegwawket somewhat resembled the mountain in Merri- 
mack County, and thus called it Kiarsarge. Since the name Mt. Kearsarge 
(possibly taken from the Indian KYASAGE) was found on a map dated 
1639, we in Carroll County must admit that the Merrimack one is the true 
Mt. Kearsarge. 
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The Abenaki Indians of Intervale sang as a choral group at the dedica- 
tion of the Catholic Church in North Conway on July 26, 1903. 


At one time there were twelve large hotels in North Conway, and many 
more in the surrounding areas.

inseparable from that of their churches. Certainly the history of the First Church 
of Christ Congregational, is closely connected with that of the Town of Conway. 
In 1778, thirteen years after the charter of the town was granted by King George III 
of England, four of the proprietors and their wives organized this church and called 
the Rev. Nathaniel Porter, S.T.D., Harvard graduate and chaplain in the Continental 
Army, to be their pastor. The covenant, signed by Timothy and Martha Walker, 
Richard and Abiah Eastman, Thomas and Sarah Russell, and Abiel and Anna Stickney 
Lovejoy, is a cherished possession of the church, and may be seen in its exhibit 
during Bicentennial Week. The present structure, dedicated in 1884 and remodeled 
and enlarged in 1956, is the fourth house of worship; and the present pastor, Rev. 


Thomas C. Roden, is serving the church for the sixteenth year.

ACK in 1874, Stonehurst began as this early Victorian summer retreat for the 
Erastus Bigelows — of carpet fame. Some years later, their daughter, Mrs. Daniel 
Merriman, wife of a Congregational minister, envisioned plans for a grandiose "farm." 
In 1895, the walls, foundations and roofs were expanded to produce an elaborate 
English-style mansion. She added more land and the old Willey farm; perfecting 
all of this into the finest summer estate in the White Mountains became one of her 
pet avocations. 


Besides being a writer and an artist, Mrs. Merriman made Stonchurst Farm 
the center of her social and philanthropic reign; her spiritual sensibilities emanated 
to envelop the whole North Conway community. It was she who founded the local 
Memorial Hospital in memory of her father and mother. 


After her death in 1933, Stonehurst remained dormant for eleven years. Then 
Ade and Terry Nitschelm purchased it and carried out the dream they long had had 
of turning it into a gracious resort for devotees of these famous White Mountains. 
Since 1946 their Stonehurst Manor has heen open each summer and fall for those who 
enjoy a touch of the elegance of the past along with the luxuries and interested friend- 
liness of the present. Each year has seen some new addition or refinement, so that 
Stonehurst Manor and Motel, as pictured below, has now become the setting for a 
holiday you will long remember.
